Seek U. S. Meeting On Mississippi Crisis 

A delegation of ranking U. S. Negro leaders has 
asked for a personal conference with U. S. Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell in Washington to discuss 
“the Mississippi civil rights crisis” and urge imme- 
diate Federal intervention, JET learned exclusively. 

The delegation includes Detroit Congressman { 
Charles Diggs Jr., NAACP executive secretary Roy 
Wilkins, Clarence Mitchell, director of the NAACP 
Washington bureau, and Dr. A. H. (Dynamite) | 
McCoy, president of the Mississippi NAACP, whose : 
Jackson home is under a 24-hour police guard be- | 
cause of threats made against him. \ 

Concerned because two political leaders have been : 
killed and scores threatened and intimidated in the 
last four months in Mississippi during a mushroom- 
ing campaign to prevent Negroes from voting, the 
group will call upon the head of the Justice Depart- 
ment to do more than merely “conduct investiga- 
tions” of the crimes. 
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Dr. Frank Horne Rejects New Housing Post 

Dr. Frank S. Horne, ousted three weeks ago as director 
of the Housing and Home Finance Agency’s minorities 
study unit, announced in Washington that he has turned 
down a $12,960-a-year post in the agency’s international 
housing section. Dr. Horne charged that the post was 
“newly-created” and of lower rank, which would affect 
his civil service and veterans’ preference rights. “Further- 
more,” said Horne, “acceptance of this offer could only be 
interpreted as a repudiation of my efforts to implement 
the principle of non-discrimination in housing in Amer- 
ica, to which I have dedicated my entire public service.” 
He indicated that he would appeal his firing to the Civil 
Service Commission. 


Ist Negro Named Asst. Prosecutor In Elizabeth 
Calvin J. Hurd, prominent NAACP leader, was appointed 

special assistant prosecutor in Elizabeth, N. J., and be- 

came the first Negro ever to hold such a post in the city.

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NAACP Nearly ‘Broke,’ Needs Cash For School Fight 
The NAACP is “almost broke” and without sufficient 
funds to “meet the new challenges” being hurled by 
anti-school integration forces in the Deep South, Chief 
Counsel Thurgood Marshall disclosed in New York. In his 
first appeal for support since he spearheaded the success- 
ful school fight before the U. S. Supreme Court, Marshall 
urged Negroes (in a public letter) to “stop taking the 
decision for granted” and to dig deep into their pockets.

Wealthy Pomade Tycoon’s New Will Includes Son 

Six months before he died, 69-year-old Chicago pomade 
manufacturer Charles D. Murray revised his will to give 
his son 150 of the 29912 shares of capital stock he held 
in the Murray Products Co., according to a will filed in 
Chicago Probate Court. Murray, who founded the com- 
pany 30 years ago, made no provision for the son, Charles 
Jr., in a will made two years ago, but revised the will last 
March because “the son had shown evidence that he was 
interested in the company.” The will also established a 
trust fund for his wife, Lillie, and three grandchildren. 
The amount of the estate was not disclosed.

A four-foot, gasoline-soaked Ku Klux Klan cross was 
burned on the lawn of the home of George L. Jefferson, 
Vicksburg, Miss., undertaker and one of 142 Negroes who 
signed an NAACP petition for school integration. Several 
weeks ago, local white banks tried unsuccessfully to with- 
draw financing from Jefferson’s proposed $650,000 housing 
project, first of its kind in the state.

Chester W. Collymore, who was hired 16 years ago as a 
messenger, was promoted to registered representative of 
the Lee Higginson Corp. and became the first Negro to 
sell securities for a major company in Chicago. 





























Willed $100,000, Woman Quizzed In Boss’ Death 
A 43-year-old New York housekeeper, Mrs. Carrie Stan- 
cell, willed the $100,000 estate of her 81-year-old white 
employer, Charles Hlavac, a few days before he was killed 
in an automobile accident, was questioned by Freehold, 
N. J., police, who also held the driver of the car as a 
material witness. The will has been contested by the 
victim’s brother, who had the body exhumed for an 
autopsy. Hlavac, a retired realtor, was killed while riding 
in a car with Mrs. Stancell and realtist William Jackson. 
Mrs. Stancell also claimed as her own a rich wardrobe of 
women’s clothing found in Hlavac’s Bronx apartment.

Smith, known as a “frugal, industrious and careful” land- 
owner, at one time had $100,000 in the bank and owned 
14 houses.

Mississippi officials not only failed to count the 
ballots from Mound Bayou two weeks ago but they 
secretly have “excluded” the all-Negro town’s votes 
in all state elections for the past 50 years according 
to Dr. T. R. M. Howard. The militant leader said he 
has “reliable information” that Bolivar County elec- 
tion boards have never counted the town’s votes, 
and is demanding an immediate FBI probe. 











La. Youths Take Bus Jim Crow Signs, Beat Driver 

Two 18-year-old New Orleans youths, who snatched Jim 
Crow signs from a bus and attempted to run, severely 
beat the white driver with the signs when he tried to stop 
them. The driver, Carol Prats, told police the youths beat 
him on the head and face, then fled through a window. 


D. C. Court Upholds Paul Robeson Travel Ban

ment’s refusal to grant singer Paul Robeson a passport 
because he refused to sign a non-Communist oath.

Crocodiles To Guard 2,000 Mau Mau Prisoners 

Crocodiles will be guards for 2,000 “hard core” Mau Mau 
prisoners, who are held in a remote island prison on 
Lake Victoria, government officials announced in Nairobi, 
Kenya. Classified as “unredeemable” and sentenced to 
life imprisonment, the Mau Maus, officials said, will be “ 
unable to escape because the island is surrounded by 
crocodiles.

In his letter accepting the resignation, President Eisen- 
hower praised Gov. Alexander “for many excellent serv- 
ices that you have performed.” However, island groups 
that had long sought Alexander’s dismissal wired the 
President saying they were “grateful that he accepted

White Mother Calls Negro Children ‘Embarrassing’ 
A white Washington mother of two Negro children was 
granted court permission to put her five-year-old daughter 
and seven-year-old son up for adoption after she testified 
that their color “embarrasses” her. The woman, not iden- 
tified publicly in accordance with juvenile law, said she 
is now married to a white man and that her two children 
by a Negro man are now a source of “embarrassment to 
me, my new husband and my white children.” She played 
with her two Negro children outside the courtroom, but left 
without a backward glance at them after the ruling. 








Pregnant Waitress Threatens To Kill ‘Errant’ Mate 
A 25-year-old waitress who threatened her estranged 
common-law husband with a gun to prevent him from 
“setting other girls in trouble,” was arrested on an as- 
sault charge in Los Angeles. Police found Mrs. Marie 
Holiday holding a 25-caliber automatic on Joseph 
Thomas Jr., quoted her as saying, “I’m not going to shoot 
you Officers, but I’m going to shoot the pants off him so 
he can’t get any other girls in trouble. I have a five- 
month-old son by him and he’s got me pregnant again.”

WHY HENPECKED 


A wit once re-

() groom can be pretty 
- \ sure he’s going to be 

henpecked when. he’s 
carrying his bride 
over the threshold of 
their love nest and 
she tells him not to 
bother searching for 
his key, her mother 
will open the door.” The wag intended to poke fun at 
the bridegroom, but modern psychological studies indi- 
cate the husband may have the last laugh because once 
aman becomes reconciled to the fact that the woman 
of today is boss in the home, a sharp competitor and po- 
tential boss in the office, he will lead a happier and 
longer life. 

According to a foreign observer, Dr. J. L. Halliday of 
England, the strong decisive American husband and 
father has been replaced by “a kind daddy who degener- 
ated into a plain foolish pop,” managed by a forceful 
wife who had “obey” transferred from her section of the 
marriage vows to his. These henpecked husbands scrub, 
sweep, and dust in the home, wash the dishes, do the 
marketing and cooking, bathe and dress the children, 
fetch and carry on demand, bring home their pay en- 
velopes unopened, speak when spoken to, but seem sur- 
prisingly unannoyed by high blood pressure, ulcers, and 
nervous breakdowns. 

Examples can be found almost everywhere. 

Among the “greats” of Negro comedians (one is now 
about 80) are two notoriously henpecked, happy and 
prosperous men. Neither has ever been known to com- 
plete a sentence in the presence of his wife. Any attempt 
to express an opinion is stopped with “shut up.” Once

when one of the husbands failed to obey, his wife quelled 
the rebellion with a rap over his head with the heel of 
her shoe. He collapsed in tears, whimpering “I don’t know 
why she won’t let me talk. I’m her meat and bread.” Both 
wives handle the family money. One is her husband’s 
professional partner and although they sign a joint con- 
tract, the wife collects their combined salary. 

Yet, contrary to popular belief, all men who allow their 
wives to manage them are not Casper Milquetoasts. 
For the truth is that today’s men and women are learn- 
ing to share interests and activities, to perform together 
many jobs which used to be the separate responsibilities 
of each. Thus, the man whom friends call henpecked is 
actually the smart cookie who accepts the change, pro- 
tects his health and prolongs his life by avoiding emo- 
tional clashes and side-stepping the strain of momentous 
decisions and nagging everyday problems. 

Top drawer society is dotted with perhaps the most 
striking examples of the healthy henpecked husband. One 
of New York City’s long-henpecked husbands, now 70, is 
in the peak of condition and is enjoying his old age, while 
his bossy, 10-years-younger wife has worn herself out and 
looks like a tottering grandmother. Another hard-driving, 
ambitious wife whose nagging in public embarrassed even 
her enemies, dropped dead and the husband she con- 
sidered too stupid to make a decision now lives in ease 
on the fortune they accumulated. 

A well-known family in the Southwest has several bril- 
liant strong-willed daughters who selected husbands be- 
neath their intellectual and financial level. Each at- 
tempted to remake her man. Two walked out, but a third 
luxuriates in the comforts provided by the wrinkles of his 
aggressive wife’s brow. When she occasionally hurls a 
brain-busting problem in his direction he lightly tosses it 
back with a gentle reminder: “Darling, you are so clever 
at such things. Do whatever you think is best.” 
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White Film Producer Denies Fathering Extra’s Child 

Hollywood motion picture producer Arthur Freed denied 
being the father of a 32-year-old Negro bit-player’s baby 
and charged that the woman, Mrs. Mary Norris, has been 
blackmailing him since 1952. Mrs. Norris testified that 
she had been intimate with Freed “many times” in his 
car, his office, at motels and once in the MGM Studio 
parking lot. Freed said he settled one suit by giving Mrs. 
Norris $1,200 for a down payment on a car, and subse- 
quently gave her $2,000 plus further payments on the 
car. He also claims that he later settled a $100,000 suit 
Mrs. Norris filed against him for $6,000. 


N. C. Theology Student Must Support Girl’s Baby 

A Shaw University pre-theology student, Cecil Ray 
Mitchell, 23, was ordered to pay $30 a month for the sup- 
port of a baby born to Ruth F. Johnson, a 16-year-old 
Winton, N. C., high school girl, after he was convicted in 
Recorder’s Court of being the child’s father. The baby 
was born on June 13. 


Miss. White Man Rapes Negro Girl, Gets 2 Years 

A Meridian, Miss., white man was sentenced to two 
years in the state penitentiary after pleading guilty to 
raping a 13-year-old Negro girl. The convicted man, 
Nennett L. Austin, and a companion, Charles J. Wiggins, 
took the girl to a park near the city limits and assaulted 
her after she had called a taxi to take her home from a 
baby-sitting job. 





Mobile Man Tries To Make “Torch” Of Wife 

A 28-year-old Mobile man, Samuel Mosley, who 
doused his wife with a gin bottle full of gasoline, 
then tried to set her afire, was jailed after his wife 
broke away and called police. Mosley’s wife, Croteal, 
told officers her husband filled the bottle from his 
auto gas tank, locked the house doors, tossed the 
gasoline on her and tried to light her up with a 
match.

the other woman a teaching job. Miss Vio W. Newsome, 
a secretary for the Florida Sentinel, said she paid the 
money to Miss Owens over a two-year period. Miss Owens 
was charged with grand larceny and false representation. 


Teachers Federation Bans Racial Discrimination 

The American Federation of Teachers, AFL, voted at 
Fort Wayne, Ind., to revoke the charter of any local union 
which practices segregation, and gave southern locals un- 
til June 1, 1956 to end discrimination against Negro teach- 
ers.

A 65-year-old Tuscaloosa, Ala., minister, Rev. W. T. 
Sparrow, was shot and killed by two deputy sheriffs who 
said the minister opened fire on them with an old-model 
shotgun when the deputies went to serve him with a 
peace warrant on request of the minister’s “lady friend.” 
One of the deputies, Elmer Brewer, said he and his part- 
ner sought out Rev. Sparrow on complaint of an uni- 
dentified woman who said the minister had threatened 
to kill her. The killing was ruled “justifiable.” 


Find White Man Guilty Of Killing Newsboy, 12 

A white, 35-year-old former newspaper distributor who 
shot and fatally wounded a 12-year-old Negro newsboy 
because he was late for his paper route, was found guilty 
of manslaughter in Los Angeles. James R. Hall, who 
testified that he “accidentally” shot MacArthur Malone in 
an attempt to “scare him with a gun,” was ordered to 
appear in Superior Court September 8. The conviction 
carries a maximum 10-year sentence. 
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CHICAGO EX-GI ADMITS SLAYING: 

A 26-year-old dishonorably discharged ex-GI who “eased 
his conscience” by confessing that he murdered a fellow 
soldier on Okinawa in 1947, was cleared of criminal 
charges in Chicago when neither the military nor civil 
authorities could prosecute him. Under the Articles of 
War, Robert Coleman was removed from military juris- 
diction when he was discharged. On the other hand, 
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Boy Robber Couldn’t Elude Posse, Joins It 

The old axiom “if you can’t beat ’em, join ’em” 
was put into action by a 16-year-old Americus, Ga., 
boy robber who joined a posse of armed white men 
who were searching for him. The unnamed youth, 
who told Sheriff Jack McArthur he “had a suspicion 
who did it,” joined the searchers, who were seeking 
a boy who robbed a woman of $11 at gunpoint. When 
the bloodhounds headed for the boy’s home, he con- 








fessed that he held up the woman with a toy pistol. 





Woman’s Complaint Gets 2 Detectives Demoted 

In Toledo, Ohio, detectives Joseph Ben and Charles 
Hunt were demoted and ordered to uniform duty on com- 
plaint of Daisy Boyd that one of them took $150 from her 
while she was drunk.

Okla. Woman Slays Son-In-Law In Wife’s Bedroom 

Awakened by her daughter’s screams from her bed- 
room, a Tulsa, Okla., woman shot her son-in-law to death, 
ending 10 months of “bad blood” between the man and 
his estranged wife’s family. Mrs. Louella Campbell, 59, 
shot Reuben Thomas, 26, when her daughter, Ollie Jean, 
who didn’t recognize her husband in the dark, screamed 
in terror. Thomas had been barred from the Campbell 
home except to come to the gate to see his wife and two- 
month-old baby.

D. C. Pharmacist Arrested On Dope Sale Charge 

A Washington, D. C., pharmacist, Basil E. Greaves, 42, 
was arrested on charges of selling narcotics without a 
prescription after a detective said Greaves charged him 
$20 for drugs worth about $2 with a prescription. Narcotics 
Squad chief Todd Thoman said Greaves sold morphine and 
dolophine to undercover police on three occasions.

The result is that the Don Newcombe most people hear 
about is a very unreasonable facsimile of the real man. 

In trying to explain Don, writers talk about his 
“psyche” and his “dual personality.” They make him out 
to be a leading candidate for a psychiatrist’s analysis. 
This appraisal puzzles Don’s friends. 

The Don Newcombe they know is a 29-year-old, friendly 
giant (6’4”, 241 pounds) who owns a big bass voice. He is 
a good, clean guy, not overly talkative, a man who 
laughs easily. He is a man who greets visitors to his 
Colonia, N. J., home with a warm, strong handshake. He 
is one who likes to eat and tap his toe in rhythm with 
solid jazz. 

Still, he has been painted as a “character,” as a kind of

accused of mutiny. The Dodgers fined him, held him up to 
public view as an example of an errant ballplayer. 

In dozens of stories that followed the incident, Don 
appeared to be the bad boy of baseball. Yet, at week’s 
end, his season’s record was: 18 wins, 4 losses. It was the 
best pitching mark in major league baseball. 

To Don, more than to any other player, the Dodgers 
owe their great, insurmountable National League lead. 
Without Big Newk standing tall on the mound, “humming 
that pea” into Roy Campanella’s mitt, halting slumps, the 
National League pennant race would be much tighter— 
the Dodgers would have Milwaukee and New York breath- 
ing down their necks. 

Perhaps Don will receive full credit for his brilliant per- 
formance when baseball writers dole out their honors 
this winter. But if he doesn’t, Don probably won’t be 
surprised. For even in 1951, when he won 20 games, he 
was almost as much a doghouse candidate as he was a 
hero. 

A brief rundown of charges and a recitation of counter- 
ing facts will further illustrate the strange case of Don 
Newcombe. 

In 1950, old Dodger manager Burt Shotton called Don 
lazy—but Don volunteered to pitch a doubleheader for 
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is ‘A Lot Of Man’ With Some ‘Little Boy’ In Him 


Manager Shotton against the Phillies that same year. 

Don’s historians point out that as a kid, he was aller- 
gic to work. As a kid also, Don was a frail victim of 
pneumonia, but when he was yet an under-age high 
school boy, he tried to enlist in the Army. 

It has been claimed that Don didn’t become a first- 
rate pitcher until Alston suspended him last May. Yet, 
Don’s all-career record in Negro, minor and major league 
ball is 156 victories against only 67 losses. 

Don came out of his run-in with Alston bearing the 
reputation of a trouble-maker. But as far back as last 
January 2, Don began practicing for the 1955 season. 

In spring training, when a writer asked him, “Do you 
think Alston will be a better manager this year?”, Newk 
said: “Yes—he’ll be a better manager because we’re going 
to make him a better manager. And I hope I can help.” 

Some people have a*cused Don of faking sore arms— 
but his wife, Mrs. Fre idie Newcombe, knows they were 
real. Time after time, she has had to work out the sore- 
ness with her own special techniques, hot towels, and a 
nameless Latin liniment. 

Actually, Don New- 
combe is too proud to 
fake an injury. He takes 
baseball seriously. 

How, then, has he be- 
come so much misunder- 
stood? 

To become a star in 
baseball, one must be 
a strong man and also 
retain some of the “little 
boy.” When people see 
big Don, they apparently 
forget that while he is a 
whole lot of man, he is
